24.—Not 
more than half the delegate» to the 
populist convection were in their seats 
at 10 o'clock thié morning when the 
maBBive form of Senator Allen, the per- 
manent chairman, appeared on the 
platform. Four minutes later he called 
the convention to order. It was driz- 
zling outside and there was not over 
300 people in the galleries. The dele- 
;ate8 rose and stood with bowed heads 
^hile Rev. Wilber Q. Williams, of the 
Union Methodist church, of this city, 
invoked the divine blessing. 


Among those on the platform Were 
ex-Governor Waite, of Colorado; Sena- 
tor PeflPer, of Kansas; General Field, of 
Virginia; 
National 
Committeeman 
Branch, of Georgia, and MrsV . Helen 
Gouger, of Indiana. 


Chairman Allen introduced 
Mrs. 
Marion Todd, of Michigan, who has 
been conspicuous as a populist speaker 
for several years. She had a strong 
face with clear brown eyes. Her dark 
hair was streaked with gtvi. She an- 
nounced the death of Mrs. E. M. 
Emory, 
of 
Michigan, a prominent 
worker in thé reform càfl^e and paid a 
glowing tribute to he|^: inemory. She 
offered a resolution e:i^iH^eBsing the 
regret .of the 
convention at Mrs. 
Emory's 
untimely 
death. 
George. 
Gaither, of Alabama, also paid a tribute 
to Mrs. Emory's work, saying that the 
influence of her book, "Seven Financial 
Conspiracies," had been largely respon- 
sible for the growth of populism in his 
state. The resolution was unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote. 


A. A. Noe, an Ohio delegate, pre- 
sented to Chairman Allen a gavel con- 
taining sixteen ounces, of sUver and 
one ounce of gold. The wood of the 
handle was hickory. 


After the presentation a novel inci- 
dent occurred. Capt. G. A. ïiÎbyB. of 
Sochelle,. N. Y., and Mrs. Pènnington, 
"The Sweet 
Singer of 
Arkansas." 
muohed into the hall dr^ed in the 
costume of Uncle Sam and Columbia. 
Captain Lloyd wore the red. white and 
blue spike-tailed coat and the tall hat 
of Uncle Sam, while she was anàyed in 
the stars and stripes and wore, thé 
shield and turban of the Ametican 
goddess. They made their way to the 
platform amid cheers and faced the 
delegates, whilÎB.Iif^rsrlPénnington sang, 
a populist campaign spng. 
. 


Jerry {Simpson mounted, a chair and 
protested against ffittering away aiiy 
more time Of the convention. 
The 
delegates, he said, were present at 
great expense; and the 
convention 
should get down to business. 


John S. Dóre. of California, created 
something of a sensation by declaring 
that the rules of the Omaha platform, 
prohibiting federal office holdera from 
taking part in the deliberations of a 
populist convention, should 
be en- 
forced. 
His protest was 
evidently 
aimed at Senators Butler, of North 
Carolina, and Allen, of Nebraska, the 
temporary and permanent chairmen. 
He was applauded by some of the^mid- 
dle of the road men, but no action was 
taken. The committee to confer with 
à similar committee from the silver 
convention was Hhen appointed, «ne 
from each state. 


While these selections Were being 
made, someone in the gallery over the 
speaker's stand attempted to hang out 
a banner representing Bryan with one 
foot on the democratic and one on the 
republican platform. He was promptly 
suppressed. The banner had been sent 
to the gallery by the Texas delegation. 
When Textik was called for her mem- 
ber on the conference 
committee, 
Delegate Park, jumped up and shouted: 
'Texas never treats with the enemy. 
Texas names no member of that com 
mitfcee." 


All the other states, however, made 
selections. 
The committee immedi- 
ately retired to meet the silver commit 
tee. Congressman Howard called upon 
the chair for a statement of the pur 
poae of the conference committee and 
the power with which it was clothed. 
Senator Allen 
responded that 
the 
object was to ascertain if the two com 
binations could find common ground 
to stand on. Anything they did would 
be subject to the subsequent action of 
the convention. It had no plenary 
power. The regular order was called 
for. 
This was the reading of the 
minority report of the committee on 
rules. It recommended a change in 
the order of making Dominations, so as 
to make the nomination of vice presi- 
dent before that of president. This 
was a move of the middle of the road. 
Delegate McGrath, oi Illinois, promptly 
moved to lay the minority report on 
the table. Congressman Howard and 
Barney Gibbs, of Alabama, demanded 
to be heard on the motion. The plain 
purpose of the straight outs wa3 to test 
Sewall's strength. 
The proposition 
would shoiv the extreme high water 


strength of the anti-Bryan men. There 
was some parliamentary equabbling. 


Eltweed Pomeroy, of Newark, N. J., 
chairman of the committee on rules, 
took the stage and explained at length 
the conflict between the majority and 
minority of the committee. 


Ignatius 
Donnelly, of Minnesota, 
protested against, the proposition re- 
ported from the committee on rules to 
allow the candidate/to 
select 
the 
national chairman. 


'It may be." 
said he, passionately, 
"that when this convention adjourns 
there will be little left of the people's 
party except the national committee. 
While I may be willing to support 
Biyan if he is the choice of this con- 
vention, when the folly of the moment 
has passed away we may want to clothe 
the skelton that is left." 


He wanted the national committee 
to select its chairman. 
The middle of 
the readers cheered Donnelly lustily 
and an Alabama delegate cried out that 
the convention should select 
their 
chairman. 


Judge Green, of Nebraska, made a 
vigorous reply to Mr. Donnelly, in 
which he declared that the people's 
party would emer«;e triumphant from 
this contest, if it grasped the opportu- 
nity to achieve a success in November 
for silver. To do so, he argued, would 
save the life of the people's party. The 
anti-Bryan delegates grew obstreperous 
as he proceeded, and a dozen points of 
order were made, among them one that 
he was not discussing the question at 
issue. Chairman Allen overruled these 
points. 


"Sit dpwD," "sit down," cried a hun- 
dred voices. 


I'll not sit down," replied Judge 
Green fiercely, "until I get ready." 


When he completed his speech Con« 
gressman Howard, of Alabama, one of 
the straight outs, came forward. He is 
a man of enormous statue, tall and 
swarthy, with raven black hair that 
falls to his shoulders, and as he spoke 
today his eyes flashed and his cheeks 
burned. He was greatly aroused. 
He 
took a shot at Senator Allen for sug- 
gesting that "any man wearing 
a 
delegate's badge was influenced Jby the 
use of money," He advocated taking 
up the report section by section. 
He 
wanted to nominate a vice president 
first. This statement was greeted with 
many cries of "no, no" and jeers, while 
his faction of ihe convention howled 
with delight. Howard pleaded for the 
nomination of a vice president first in 
the interest of the south and party 
harmony. 


E. G. Brown, of Massachusetts, also 
defended the minority. 
He pleaded 
with the majoritv in pathetic tones to 
concede this much to the southern 
states and the minority of the conven- 
tion. 


George Abbott, of Nebraska, appealed 
to the convention not to change the 
regular order of business. He did not, 
in some things, jrepresent his delega- 
tion. 


"I am here to fight Sewall, ' he 
yelled, "on every proposition. I am 
here from the cotton fields of the west 
to shake hands with the cotton fields 
of the south." 


When he said hie was willing to do 
all in his power to defeat Sewall, the 
straight nuts yelled and cheered like 
madmen. 


After he left the stand there were 
loud .cries for "Cyclone" Davis and 
Jerry Simpson. The former quickly 
responded. He made a characteristic 
speech. With arms waving like , the 
fans of a windmill and a voice that 
sounded like a fog horn, he set the 
radicals wild with enthusiasm. 
He 
did not want to impugn the motives of 
any one, but he wanted to know if the 
men from the "Crested Héights" would 
give the south the second place. There 
were loud cries of "yes, we will." Davis 
raised a storm of applause when he 
declared that thé men from the north 
must not ask them to advocate or de- 
fend a redeemably^money. The cheers 
came from the prairie state. He went 
on to say that another thing that they 
must not be required to do was to take 
this young Sampson, the people's party, 
and Jay it on the altar of the democ- 
racy. He announced that they were 
willing to accept the Joshua of Nebras- 
ka if they could be assured of a candi- 
date of their own for vice president 
and the preservation of the populist 
party. 


Tom FaUerson, of Colorado, followed 
with 
a strong 
speech against the 
adoption of the minority report. 
He 
deprecated the croaking of the birds 
of evil omen and declared that what 
this great convention would do would 
add to the power and the glory of the 
party it represented. 
r 
^ 


"If this ticket is divided," he cried, 
lifting his arms aloft, "if .Bryan is en- 
dorse and a southern man is named for 
vice president, such contusion will re- 
sult that—" 


But he got no further. The anti- 
Sewall men jeered and hooted. "No, 
no," they said, "let Sewall get out of 
the way." 


Mr. Patterson continued to argue 
against a mistake that would "cloud 
the issue and divide the strength of the 
silver forces." 


The anti Sewall's continued to jeer 
and there were several cries from the 
galleries of "put him out." The man 
who was creating the disturbance in 
the gallery was ejected. 


The point was finally made that Mr. 
Patterson's remarks were not germane 
to the subject, but the chair overruled 
it. Mr. Patterson then gave it as his 
opinion that Mr. Bryan, as an honor- 
able man. could not accept a nomina- 
tion on Buoh terms 
I believe it would 
be better,' he said, ' for this COD vention 


to nominate a straight middle of the 
road ticket." 


The only state that had two populist 
United States senators favored the ma- 
jority report, but South Dakota would 
be for the middle o? the road man for 
vice president if the delegation could 
be convinced "that it was lor the beat 
interests of the party." 
This qualifica- 
tion raised a storm of jeers. At this 
point the previous question was or- 
dered, but General Jerry Brown and 
Barney Gibbs, of Texas, managed to 
get in two speeches under the guise of 
parliamentary inquiries. 
The latter 
advocated the nomination of a south- 
ern man for vice president and fusion 
of electors. 


"Will you pledge your delegation for 
Bryan?" asked Jerry 
Simpson, "as 
Kansas pledged her votes for a south- 
ern candidate for vice president ?"j 


General Gibbs neatly parried this 
interrogatory by saying that he could 
not speak for the delegation. 
A row 
of ten minutes followed on the parlia- 
mentary status. 
Some very 
novel 
parliamentary ideas were advanced. 
The tangle was at last straightened out 
and the convention went back and took 
up the report section by section. 
An- 
other ten minutes were consumed be- 
fore the contested sections of the report 
were reached. 


An Alabama "middle of the road" 
delegate moved to change the rules so 
as to require two-thirds to nominate, 
but this motion was not entertained. 
The minority recommendation of three 
instead of one member of the national 
committee from each state, after some 
discuBsion, was agreed to. 


Senator Butler, of North Carolina, 
moved that the national committee 
select its own chairman instead of the 
nominee doing it, and his motion was 
earned without discussion. 
The con- 
vention dragged on very slowly. It was 
not until the action as to the order in 
which presidential and vice presiden- 
tial candidates should be nominated 
that the convention woke up. The 
flooring oratory were again opened. 


With, some difficulty the 
speech 
making was cut off and the 
vote 
was taken by states of the adop- 
tion of the minority report 
rec- 
ommending the nomination of vice 
president before president. The anti- 
Sewall delegates lined up in favor of 
the adoption of the minority report. 
The roll call was followed with intense 
interest. It resulted—yeas, 785; nays, 
615.

POOR HOD^mE. 


Ittsaneliida Steveuson Applied 
tlie TorcH. 


Tb« East Wins ol' the Strnctnre

IKDIANAPOLTS, July 24.--The east wing 
of the county asylum, generally known 
as the poor house, was almost totally 
destroyed by fire yesterday afternoon. 
The fire started in the attic at noon and 
was the result of the prank of an insane 
woman. 


Lida Stevenson, an inmate from this 
city, had been unruly of late and had 
been kept in the attic, apart from the 
other insane patients, who occupied 
the third floor of the east wing. Yes- 
terday morning the matron ordered 
her sent down stairs, thinking she had 
become quiet. Before she left the 
attic she applied a match to her straw 
bed. The flames soon spread and in a 
few minutes the entire attic was ablaze. 
The inmates were hastily removed to a 
place of safety and the fire apparatus of 
the institution was put in operation. 
Before the 11 aides could be subdued the 
entire south wing was destroyed, caus- 
ing a loss of about $13,000.

PROCRASTINATION 


Cliaracterizes the DoiDgs of the 
Silverites, 


NotliiD^ bnt Talk and Wrangle at tbe 
Silver Convention Dnring the 
Entire Day.

Arrangements are in progress for a 
democratic ratification raeeting to be 
held one week from Saturday night. 
It will be a grand demonstration. 
The 
county central (ommittee will have the 
aifair in charge. 


ST. LOUIS, MO., July 2 4 —The disor- 
ganized condition of the middle of the 
road forces last evening and their 
failure to perfect any arrangement for 
a fight in the convention, indicates a 
complete sweep today by the Bryan 
forces. The leaders were confident this 
morning that they would be able to 
secure the endorsement of the conven- 
tion for Sewall as well as Bryan. The 
anti-Bryan men appear to be completely 
demoraliz3d by their defeat yesterday. 
They took it bitterly, but have mapped 
out a new program with the idea of re- 
covering their lost ground. This morn- 
ing, after a very stormy session they 
essayed a call of states to ascertain how 
they stood, but the leaders had disap- 
peared and the rank and file were all at 
sea. Today the middle of the road men 
will carry on the contest with a sem- 
blance of hope, but they concede their 
defeat. They will bend their energies 
to preventing their more prominent 
men from bolting the convention out- 
right in order that they may hold one 
in the event of Bryan and Sewall being 
nominated. 


There was more procrastination at 
the silver convention today. 
It had 
been decided by the leaders 
that 
nothing could be done until the con- 
ference committee reported. It could 
not make its report until the people's 
party appointed or refused to appoint a 
similar committee. There was a good 
deal of objection- to the delay by the 
Kansas delegates, but it was of no 
avail. 


The delegates were unusually slow 
in assembling and there were scarcely 
any visitors in the galleries. 
About 
the only people to be seen outside the 
portion of the great Music hall re 
served for. the delegafes were the door- 
keepers, ushers and policemen. 
The 
weather continued hot and dry, though 
it threatened rain. 


It was even more oppressive than 
Thursday. 
The doorkeepers, ushers 
and policemen sat about in the aisle or 
empty seats and fanned themselves, 
and mopped the sweat from their 
faces. They had no duties to perform. 
The few visitors that straggled in were 
not interrupted nor even asked if 
they had tickets. 
For nearly an hour 
before the convention was called to 
order, the 
band played vigorously, 
"Maryland, My Maryland," "Marching 
Through Georgia," 
"Dixie," "Silver 
Threads Among the Gold." and similar 
selections. 


After a number of delegates had 
spoken on the silver question Senator 
Stewart, of Nevada, was called, for. He 
said that he went to Chicago with little 
hope that a free silver platform would 
be adopted. He was agreeably disap- 
pointed. 
There never was a more 
patriotic band of men on earth than 
were the 620 delegates who controlled 
the Chicago convention. Wall street 
was there with a corruption fund, but 
it was of no use. The silver delegates 
Were noncorruptible. They gave the 
enemy no quarter. Continuing he told 
how the platform was adopted, and 
other incidents of the democratic con- 
vention. At length he spoke of the 
nomination of W. J. Bryan, who was 
not a candidate. At the mention of 
Bryan's name the delegates arose and 
shouted and cheered, flourished um- 
brellas and flags. Senator Stewart then 
told of Bryan's convention 
speech, 
which he said was the greatest oration 
in history. 


"I know Wm.'J. Bryan," the senator 
went on. "He believes what we be- 
lieve. He is as true to his principles 
as a needle to the pole. He was not a 
democrat in good and regular standing, 
having said time and time again that if 
the democratic party adopted a gold 
platform he would not support it." 


In conclusion Senator Stewart said 
that every free silver man was an 
American. Every one of them was 
against the endless gold syndicate. 
Conscqvently every one of them must 
come to the front and vote as a unit 
and elect a free silver ticket. They 
must do this in spite of the "millions 
raised by gold bugs to corrupt the 
voters of the United States." 


Judge Scott, of Omaha, was called to 
the platform and in addressing the 
convention he said: "Oh, God, send 
pestilence, and disease, and vermin, 
and war, and famine, among us if you 
will, but in Thy good providence, oh, 
God, deliver us from another four years 
of oppression under Grover Cleveland." 


At the conclu3Ìon he called for three 
cheers for Bryan, which were given. 
After a vote of thanks to Miss Mitchell, 
General Mclver, 
an 
ex-confederate 
officer, was introduced. 
He had at 
tested his loyalty to silver, he said, by 
resigning from the consular service 
under Cleveland, because of the presi- 
dent's gold policy. He appealed for a 
union of the forces of the silver men 
and was given three cheers as he 
closed. 


A resolution offered by Mr. Towne, 
of Minnesota, "that when this conven- 
tion has completed the memborship of 
the national committee, so far as it can 
do so, the said committee shall have 
power to fill any vacancies that remain 
or that may hereafter occur," was laid 
over until this afternoon. The conven- 
tion then adjourned until 3:30 p. m,

WITH A CRASH. 


Window FeU and Mashed Min- 
erva Whitten's Hand. 


Cbarles nonsemau Injared and Taben 
to a Hospital—Otber 
Jkccidents. 


Last night, Mary Whitten, an aged 
lady residing at 312 West Main street, 
met with an extremely painful accident 
which is likely to result in permanently 
disabling her left hand. While resting 
her arm on a window sill, the window, 
a heavy one hung without weights, fell 
upon her hand; crushing the member 
and mangling the fingers in a horrible 
manner.

Fleming 
for 
the 
murder 
of

mother, E v a l i n a 
David Bliss, before 
Recorder 
Goif 
in 
the Ckjurt of Special 
Sessions in New York. 
The charge 
against Mrs. Fleming was administer- 
ing poison to her mother in a dish 
of clam chowder. The poison used, it 
was charged, was antimony and arsen'-c. 
Mrs. Bliss died on August 30, 1895. 


The remarkable personality of the ac- 
cused woman, the array of lawyers, 
and the nature of the testimony pre- 
sented daily attracted to the court room 
crowds of people, and the case has been 
commented on and discussed with in- 
tense interest throughout thé country. 
The past reputations of both Mrs. Flem- 
ing and her mother had been, it was 
said, doubtful, and this fact was dwelt 
upon by the prosecution in arguing the 
guilt of the accused. 


Mrs. Fleming's father was Robert 
Swift Livingstone, of Livingstone Man- 
or, à man of taste and culture, who oc- 
cupied a prominent place in society. 
He was a widower, and at the age of 82 
years married a girl of 24, by whom he 


|kIRS. ALICE A. FLEMING, 
had one child. This child'is the present 
IVI^rs. Fleming. 
Mrs. Livingstone, the 
toother, was far beneath her husband's 
ímóral standing. These early facts in 
the lives of Mrs. Fleming and her ante- 
cedents are npt to be underestimated, 
because they -form the, framéwork qf 
the structure which scientific and legal 
genius' are buildlhg oh the matricide 
casé. 
» About 1886 Livingstones died and left 
$200,000 in trust for his daughter. Mrs. 
Livingstone married again, her i^s^ond 
husba;nd being Henry W. BliSs, á real 
festate man now living in New York. 
All but about $100,000 of the heritage 
was lost in tl^e panic of 1893, and it was 
to obtain possession of this that, it is 
alleged, Mrs. Fleming murdered her 
molher. 


But ante-dating the murder the ca- 
reer of Mary Fleming was bad. She 
continued the life she had learned by 
observation from her mother, only thát 
she intensified it. It ia,known that she 
became enamored of a coachman in her 
stepfather's employ. At a music hall 
she imet Hárry Fleming ánd their ac- 
Qualntance ripenéd into Intimacy. A 
year later she sued him for breaqh of 
promise and was awarded a verdict of; 
$70,000, the largest breach of promise 
verdict ever granted in New York state. 
Soon after this Fleming died and Mary 
began to call herself by his name, al- 
though there Is no record of their mar- 
riage. 


But to return to the elements of this 
great circumstantial evidence trial and 
to its record-breaking phases and the 
opposing counsel conducting it. 
Un- 
questionably a greater amount of legal 
talent was arrayed against one another 
than has ever been émployéd before in 
a criminal trial in New York. It was 
the first time in twenty-five years' that 
the state had called special counsel to 
Its aid. The most famous scientists in 
America have been brought into 
the 
.iasBj and in only one instance has a 
greater number of talesmen evey heen' 
summoned to form a jury. This last 
^ask W3S stupendous in the extreme. 
Eleven" hundred talesmen were sum- 
moned, and 609 were examined minute- 
ly in order to obtain a jury of twelve 
men. And it is asserted by prosecution 
»nd defense alike that the jury was the 
best that ever sat on a criminal case in 
New York. All were men of high in- 
telligence and representative business- 
Hen in the community. It is an odd 
idincidence that three of the men were 
named McGowen, although they were 
oreviously unknown to one another. 


While getting this jury Mrs. Fleming 
^vas a study. Full of humor and confi- 
Sént, she studied carefully the men in 
whose hands was to hang her fate, and 
directed in many Instances that 
her 
counsel should object to men whose fea- 
tures or manner did not please her. 
^he proved that her sense of humor was 
developed highly, and enjoyed heartily 
the various amusing incidents that 
arose from the examinations and th* 
efforts of talesmen to escape service. 
It was due to her that each juryman 
had a nose of the same shaoe. Mrs. 


Fiemrug was represeniea as cnief coun- 
sel by Charles W. Brooke, who perhaps 
is the foremost criminal lawyer in New 
York. 
He was assisted by John C. 
Shaw, a great civil lawyer, who never 
before had been interested in à criminal 
case. Gratz Nathan was a third coun- 
sel for the defense. These men called 
to their aid Howard P. Oakes, who is 
an expert on-medico-legal questions. 


The people, or the State, was repre- 
sented chiefly by John F. Mcintosh, the 
Assistant District-Attorney, assisted by 
Seaman H. Miller, an attorney. Also 
associated with the prosecution as spec- 
ial counsel was Dr. W. J. O'SullIvan, a 
man of profound learning, whose ca- 
reer is interesting. He is an Irishman 
and a graduate of Dtiblin University. 
Once he was a veterinary surgeon and 
lived at New Haven and practiced that 
profession. Later he studied medicine 
and practiced it and then gave his at- 
tention to law. He is a distinguished 
-psychologist and probably thé forèmoiât 
man in his line In America. He jumped 
Into local famé in a single day In. the 
case of Dr. Buchanan, the New York 
prisoner. 
He was a witness for thé 
prosecution In this case, alt his pre- 
vious exploits in the courts having been 
on the side of the defense. 


These two sets of legal 
opponents 
summoned to New York the foremost 
chemical and medical experts In the 
United States. 
These : included Dr. 
Victor H. Vaughn of the University of 
Michigan at Ann Arbor. 
His testi- 
mony was for the prosecution, and ojp- 
posed to him the defense brought for- 
ward Dr. Williams, who has the repu- 
tation of being the best expert witness 
ever seen on the stand In this country. 
The testimony of these two men threw 
light on the particles of poison found 
in the sediment In the pitcher which 
contained the clam chowder and aliM 
on the poison which was found In Mrs. 
Biles' stomach in the possession of the 
state, 
Science was called as an aid 
in this case in an altogether new form 
—namely: 
The photo^aphy of cry- 
stals. 


Mrs. Fleming was a known moral de- 
generate, but she was not on trial for 
her morals. 
The accusation against 
her was murder, and the evidence was 
circumstantial. 
It is not known that 
any feeling of unpleasantness existed 
between the woman and her mother; It 
is not known that their paths crossed In 
their various loves. Mrs. Fleming was 
a woman who wanted money, and one 
who would ba willing to take steps pro- 
ductive of .undesirable, note to i;a|in 
But she never app:^red_ to be vlndic- 
tive woman. ' She loved' hèfself'heiN^^^ 
tily, but she does not ap^Sr to havr 
hated 
anybody.

They are the crea- 
tion of a new gov- 
ernment office, that

grand opera, and a change made by the 
Censor's office in the^ French transla- 
tion of Shakespeare's "Hamlet." 


The claque is an institution so thor- 
oughly Parisian that a premiere in the 
grand opera would probably be pro- 
nounced a dead failure were it not for 
the claque. It is the business of the 
chief to begin all demonstrations of 
approval at the proper moment, and 
he carefully Instructs In their duties 
his thirty or more assistants, who are 
distributed all over thé 'house. From 
now on the chief of the claque will be 
an official appointed by the govern- 
ment, 
who. receives the sum of 800 
francs ($160) .per month, and who can 
dispose of thirty tickets tor seate at 
every performance. It Is not for the 
first time either that a "maeter of ap- 
plause" was on the staff of this world- 
famed Institute. Under the second em- 
pire a similar berth was made for For- 
get, the Incomparably great Porget, 
who bore the proud title of "Entrepre- 
neur des succès dramatiques," which 
means something like "purveyor of 
draimatlc successes." This ..Porget was 
a very prominent personage, undeni- 
ably one of the most Important of the 
so-called "Tout-Paris." 
He was in- 
timate with all principal singers—with 
lesser lights he lost none of his-valu- 
able time—and knew every composer, 
poet and artist of any account. He ha^ 
been for a long time à friend of Alex- 
ander Dumas, the father, but longed 
to address hto with the more familtar 
thou and thee.

platform. Four minutes later he called 
the convention to order. It was driz- 
zling outside and there was not over 
300 people in the galleries. The dele- 
gates rose and stood with bowed heads 
while Rev. Wilber 0. Williams, of the 
Union Methodist church, of this city, 
invoked the divine blessing. 


Among those on the platform were 


ex Governor Waite, of Colorado; Sena- 
tor Peffer, of Kansas; General Field, of 
Virginia; 
National 
Committeeman 


Branch, of Georgia, and Mrs. Helen 
Gouger, of Indiana. 


Chairman Allen 
introduced 
Mrs. 


Marion Todd, of Michigan, who has 
been conspicuous as a populist speaker 
for several years. She had a strong 
/ace with clear brown eyes. Her dark 
hair was stressed with gray. She an- 
nounced the death of Mrs. K. M. 
Emory, 
of 
Michigan, a prominent 


worker in the reform cause and paid a 
glowing tribute io her memory. She 
offered a resolution expressing the 
regret of the 
convention at Mrs. 


Emory's untimely 
death. 
George 


Gaither, of Alabama, also paid a tribute 
to Mrs. Emory's work, saying that the 
influence of her book, "Seven Financial 
Conspiracies," had been largely respon- 
sible for the growth of populism in his 
state. The resolution was unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote. 


A. A. Noe, an Ohio delegate, pre- 


sented to Chairman Allen a gavel con- 
taining sixteen ounces of silver and 
one ounce of >;old.' The~wood of the 
handle was hickory. 


Alter the presentation a novel inci- 


dent occurred. 
Capt. G. A. Lloyd, of 


Rochelle, N. Y., nnd Mrs. Pennington, 
"The Sweet 
Singer of Arkansas," 


marched into the hall dressed in the 
costume of Uncle Sam and Columbia. 
Captain Lloyd wore the red, white and 
blue spike-tailed coat and the tall hat 
of Uncle Sam, while she was arrayed in 
the stars and stripes and wore tho 
shield and turban of the American 
goddess. They made their way to the 
platform amid cheerc and faced the 
delegates, while Mrs. Pennington sang 
a populist campaign song. 


-TerryiSimpson mounted a chair and 


protested against frittering away any 
more time of the convention. 
The 


delegates, he said, were present at 
great expense, and the 
convention- 


should get down to business. 


John S. Dore, of California, created 


something of a sensation by declaring 
that the rules of the Omaha platform, 
prohibiting federal office holders from 
taking part in the deliberations of a 
populist convention, should 
be en- 


forced. 
His protest was 
evidently 


aimed at Senators Butler, of North 
Carolina, and Allen, of Nebraska, the 
temporary and permanent 
chairmen. 


He was applauded by some of the mid- 
dle of the road men, but no action was 
taken. The committee to confer with 
a similar committee from the silver 
convention was then appointed, one 
from each state. 


While these selections were being 


made, someone in the gallery over the 
speaker's stand attempted to hang out 
a banner representing Bryan with one 
foot on the democratic and one on the 
republican platform. 
He was promptly 


suppressed. The banner had been sent 
to the gallery by the Texas delegation. 
When Texas was called for her mem 
ber on the conference 
committee, 


Delegate Park, jumped up and shouted: 
"Texas never treats with the enemy. 
Texas names no member of that com 
mitteo." 


All the other states, however, made 


selections. 
The committee immedi 


ately retired to meet the silver commit 
tee. 
Congressman Howard called upon 


the chair /or a statement of the pur 
pose of the conference committee anc 
the power with which it was clothed. 
Senator Allen 
responded that 
the 


object was to ascertain if the two com 
binations could find common ground 
to stand on. A nything they did would 
be subject to the subsequent action of 
the convention. It had no plenary 
power. The regular order was called 
for. 
This was the reading of the 


minority report of the committee on 
rules. It recommended a change in 
the order of making nominations, BO as 
to make the nomination of vice presi- 
dent before that of president. This 
was a move of the middle of the road. 
Delegate McGrath, of Illinois, promptly 
moved to lay the minority report on 
the table. Congressman Howard ami 
Barney Gibba, of Alabama, demanded 
to be heard on the motion. The plain 
purposevof the straight outs was to test 
Sewall'a strength. 
The proposition

Eltweed Pomeroy, of Newark, N. J., 


chairman of the committee on rules, 
took the stage and explained at length 
the conflict between1 the majority and 
minority of the committee. 


Ignatius 
Donnelly, of Minnesota, 


protested against the proposition re- 
ported from the committee on rules to 
allow the candidate to 
select 
the 


national chairman. 


1 It may be," said he, passionately, 


"that when this convention 
adjourns 


there will be little left of the people's 
party except the national committee. 
While I may be willing to support 
Biyan if he is the choice of this con- 
vention, when the folly of the moment 
has passed away we may want to clothe 
the skelton that is left" 


He wanted the national 
committee 


to select its chairman. 
The middle of 


the readers cheered Donnelly lustily 
and an Alabama delegate cried out that 
the convention should select 
their 


chairman. 


Judge Green, of Nebraska, made a 


vigorous reply to Mr. Donnelly, in 
which he declared that the people's 
party would emerge triumphant from 
this contest, if it grasped the opportu- 
nity to achieve a success in November 
for silver. To do so, ho argued, would 
save the life of the people's party. The 
anti-Bryan delegates grew obstreperous 
as he proceeded, and a dozen points of 
order were made, nmong them one that 
he was not discussing the question at 
issue. Chairman Allen overruled these 
points. 


"Sit down," "sit down," cried a hun- 


dred voices. 


"I'll not sit down," replied Judge 


Green fiercely, "until I get ready." 


When be completed his speech Con- 


gressman Howard, of Alabama, one of 
the straight outs, came forward. He is 
a man of enormous statue, tall and 
swarthy, with raven black hair that 
falls to his shoulders, and as he spoke 
;oday his eyes flashed and his cheeks 
turned. He was greatly aroused. 
He 


ook a shot at Senator Allen for sug- 
;estir>£ that "any man wearing 
a 


delegate's badge was influenced by the 
use of money." He advocated taking 
up tha report section by section. 
He 


wanted to nominate a vice president 
first. This statement was greeted with 
many cries of "no, no" and jeers, wjbilo 
lis faction of the convention howled 
with delight. Howard pleaded for the 
nomination of a vice president first in 
the interest of the south and party 
larmony. 


E. G. Brown, of Massachusetts, alao 


defended the minority. 
He pleaded 


with the majority in pathetic tones to 
concede this much to the southern 
states and the minority of the conven- 
tion. 


George Abbott, of Nebraska, appealed 


:o the convention not to change the 
regular order of business. He did not, 
n eome things, .represent his delega- 
ion. 


"I am here to fight Sewall," he 


yelled, "on every proposition. I am 
aere from the cotton fields of the west 
:o shake hands with tho cotton fields 
of the south " 


When he said he was willing to do 


all in his power to defeat Sewall, the 
straight out* yelled and cheered like 
madmen. 


After he left the stand there were 


loud cries for "Cyclone" Davis and 
Jerry Simpson. The former quickly 
responded. He made a characteristic 
speech. With arms waving like the 
fans of a windmill and a voice that 
sounded like a fog horn, he set the 
radicals wild with enthusiasm. He 
did not want to impugn the motives of 
any one, but he wanted to know if the 
men from the "Created Heights" would 
give the south the second place. There 
were loud cries of "yes, we will." Davis 
raised a storm of applause when he 
declared that the men from the north 
must not ask them to advocate or de- 
fend a redeemably money. The cheers 
came from the prairie state. He went 
on to say that another thing that they 
must not be required to do was to take 
this young Sampson, the people's party, 
and lay it on the altar of the democ- 
racy. He announced that they were 
willing to accept the Joshua of Nebras 
ka if they could be assured of a candi- 
date of their own for vice president 
and the preservation of the populist 
party. 


Tom Patterson, of Colorado, followed 


with 
a strong speech against the 


adoption of the minority report. 
He 


deprecated the croaking of the birds 
of evil omen and declared that what 
tbi* great convention would do would 
add to tho power and the glory of ihe 
party it represented. 


"If this ticket is divided," he cried, 


lifting his arms aloft, "if Bryan is en- 
dorse and a southern man is named for 
rice president, such confusion will re- 
sult that—" 


But he got no further. The anti 


Sewall men jeered and hooted. "No 
no," they said, "let Sewali get out o 
the way." 


Mr. Patterson continued to argue 


against a mistake that would "clouc 
the iESue and divide the strength of th< 
silver forces." 


The anti Sewall'e continued to jee: 


and there were several cries from the 
galleries of "put him out." 
The man 


who WM creating the disturbance in 
the gallery was ejected. 


The point was finally made that Mr 


to nominate a straight middle of the 
road ticket."

The tangle was nt last straightened out 
and the convention went back and took 
up the report section by section. 
An- 


ither ten minutes were consumed bo- 
ore tho contested sections of the report 
were reached. 


An Alabama "middle of tho road" 
Delegate moved to change the rules so 


B to require two-thirds to nominate, 
iut this motion was not entertained, 
ho minority recommendation of three 
nstead of one member of the national 
ommittee from each state, after some 
iscuesion, was agreed to. 
Senator Butler, of North Carolina, 


moved that the national 
committee 


elect ite own chairman instead of the 
nominee doing it, and his motion was 
arried without discussion. The con- 
ention dragged on very slowly. It was 
not until the action as to tho order in 
which presidential and vice presiden- 
ial candidates should be nominated 
hat the convention woke up.

The 
anti-Bryan men appear to bo completely 
demoralized by their defeat yesterday. 
They took it bitterly, but have mapped 
out a new program with the idea of re- 
covering their lost ground. This morn- 
ing, after a very stormy session they 
essayed a call of states to ascertain how 
they stood, but the leaders had disap- 
peared and the rank and file were all at 
sea. Today the middle of the road men 
will carry on the contest with a sem- 
blance of hope, but they concede their 
defeat. They will bend their energies 
to preventing their more prominent 
men from bolting tho convention out- 
right in order that they may hold one 
in the event of Bryan and Sewall being 
nominated.. 


There was more procrastination at 


the silver convention today. 
It had 


been decided by the leaders 
that 


nothing could be done until the con- 
ference committee reported. It could 
not make its report until the people's 
party appointed or refused to appoint a 
similar committee. 
There was a good 


deal of objection to the delay by tho 
Kansas delegates, but it was of no 
avail. 


The delegates were unusually slow 


in assembling and there were scarcely 
any visitors in the galleries. About 
tho only people to be seen outside the 
portion of the great Music hall re 
served for the delegates were the door- 
keepers, ushers and policemen. 
Tho 


weather continued hot and dry, though 
it threatened rain, 


It was oven more oppressive than 


Thursday. 
The doorkeepers, ushers 


and policemen snt ixbout in tho aisle or 
empty seats and fanned themselves, 
and mopped the sweat from their 
faces. They had no duties to perform. 
The fow vieitors that straggled in were 
not interrupted nor even asked if 
they had tickets. 
For nearly an hour 


before the convention was called to 
order, the 
band played vigorously, 


"Maryland, My Maryland," "Marching 
Through Georgia," 
"Dixie," "Silver 


Threads Among the Gold." and similar 
selections. 


After a number of delegates had 


spoken on the silver question Senator 
Stewart, of Nevada, was called for. He 
said that he went to Chicago with little 
hope that a free silver plntform would 
be adopted. He was agreeably disap- 
pointed. 
There never was a more 


patriotic band of men on earth than 
were the 620 delegates who controlled 
the Chicago convention Wail street 
was there with a corruption fund, but 
it was of no use. Tho silver delegates 
were noncorruptible. They gave the 
enemy no quarter. Continuing he told 
how the platform was adopted, and 
other incidents of the democratic con- 
vention. At length he spoko of the 
nomination of W. J. Bryan, who was 
not a candidate. 
At the mention of 


Bryan's name the delegates arose »nd 
shouted and cheered, nourished um- 
brellas and flags. Senator Stewart then 
told of Bryan's convention 
speech, 


which ho oaid was the greatest oration 
in history. 


"1 know Wra. J. Bryan," tho senator 


went on. "He believes what we be- 
lieve. He is as true to his principles 
as a needle to the pole. He was not a 
democrat in good and regular standing, 
having said time and time again that if 
the democratic party adopted a gold 
platform he would not support it." 


In conclusion Senator Stewart said 


that every free silver man was an 
American. Every one of them was 
against the endless gold syndicate. 
Conseqvently every one of them must 
come to the front and voto as a unit 
and elect a free silver ticket. They 
must do this in spite of the "millions 
raised by gold bugs to - corrupt the 
voters of the United States." 


Judge Scott, of Omaha, was called to 


the platform and in addressing the 
convention he said: "Oh, God, send 
pestilence, and disease, and vermin, 
and war, and famine, among us if you 
will, but in Thy good providence, oh, 
God, deliver us from another four years 
of oppression under Grover Cleveland."

ACQUITTAL OF WOMAN LEAVES 


A MYSTERY UNSOLVED. 


THE

Was Fall of Unprecedented Scenes —

The poison used, it 
was charged, was antimony and ar£en'.c. 
Mrs. Bliss died on August 30,1895. 


The remarkable personality of the ac- 


cused woman, the array of lawyers, 
and the nature of the testimony pre- 
sented daily attracted to the court room 
crowds of people, and the case has been 
commented on and discussed with In- 
tense interest throughout the country. 
The past reputations of both Mrs. Flem- 
ing and her mother had been, It was 
said, doubtful, and this fact was dwelt 
upon by the prosecution in arguing the 
guilt of the accused. 


Mrs. Fleming's father was Robert 


Swift Livingstone, of Livingstone Man- 
or, a man of taste and culture, who oc- 
cupied a prominent place in society. 
He was a -widower, and at the age of 82 
years married a girl of 24, by whom ha 


MRS. 
ALICE A. FLEMING, 


had one child. This child is the present 
Mrs Fleming. Mrs. Livingstone, tho 
Another, was far beneath her husband's 
floral standing. These early facts in 
the lives of Mrs. Fleming and her ante- 
cedents are not to be underestimated, 
because they form the framework of 
the structure which scientific and legal 
genius are building on the matricide 
case. 
' About 1886 Lhingstone died and left 
$200,000 in trust for his daughter. Mrs. 
Livingstone married again, her second 
husband being Henry W. Bliss, a real 
estate man now living In New York. 
All but about $100,000 of the heritage 
was lost in the panic of 1893, and it was 
to obtain possession of this that, it Is 
alleged, Mrs. Fleming murdered her 
molher. 


But ante-dating the murder the ca- 


reer of Mary Fleming was bad. She 
continued the life she had learned by 
obsen atton from her mother, only that 
Eho intensified it It Is known that she 
became enamored of a coachman In her 
stepfather's employ. At a music hall 
she met Harry Fleming and their ac- 
quaintance ripened into Intimacy. A 
year later she sued him for breach of 
promise and was awarded a verdict of 
$70.000, the largest breach of promise 
verdict ever granted in Xew York state. 
Soon after this Fleming died and Mary 
began to call herself by his name, al- 
though there Is no record of their mar- 
riage. 


But to return to the elements of this 


great circumstantial evidence trial and 
to its record-breaking phases and the 
opposing counsel conducting it, 
Un- 


questionably a greater amount of legal 
talent was arrayed against one another 
than his ever been employed before in 
a criminal trial in New York. It was 
the first time In twenty-five years that 
the state bad called special counsel to 
Its aid. The most famous scientists In 
America have been brought Into 
the 


:ase, and in only one instance has a 
greater number of talesmen ever been 
summoned to form a jury. This last 
Jask was stupendous In the extreme. 
Eleven hundred talesmen were sum- 
moned, and 609 wore examined minute- 
ly in order to obtain a jury of twelve 
men. 
And it is as^ctled by prosecution 


«nd defense alike that the jury was the 
be.st that ever sat on a criminal case in 
New York 
All were men of high In- 


telligence and representathe business- 
ncn m the community. It is an odd 
•olncidonce that three of the men were 
famed McGowen, although they were 
orevious.lv unknown to one another.

Full of humor and confl- 


ient. s-he studied carefully the men in 
vhobe hands was to hang her fate, and 
'lirected in many instances that 
her 


'counsel should object to men whose fea- 
tures or manner did not please her. 
3he proved that her sense of humor was 
developed highly, and enjoyed heartily 
the various amusing Incidents that 
arose from the examinations and the 
effoits of talesmen to escape service. 
It was due to her that each juryman 
had

was represented as enter, coun- 


sel by Charles W. Brooke, who perhaps 
.s the foremost criminal lawyer in New 
York. He was assisted by John C. 
Shaw, a great civil lawyer, who never 
before had been interested in a criminal 
case. Gratz Nathan was a third coun- 
sel for the defense. These men called 
to their aid Howard P. Oakes, who is 
an expert on medico-legal questions.

It Is the business of the 
chief to begin all demonstrations of 
approval at tho proper moment, and 
he carefully Instructs In their duties 
bis thirty or more assistants, who are 
distributed all over tho house. From 
now on the chief of yie claque will be 
an official appointed by the govern- 
ment, 
who receives tho sum of 800 


francs ($160) per month, and *'ho can 
dispose of thirty tickets for seats at 
every performance. It Is not lor the 
first time either that a "master of ap- 
plause" was on the staff of this world- 
lamed Institute. Under tho second em- 
pire a similar berth was made for Por- 
get, 
the Incomparably great Forgot, 


who bore the proud title of "Entrepre- 
neur des sticces dramatlques," which 
means something like "purveyor of 
dramatic successes." This I'orget was 
a very prominent personage, undeni- 
ably one of the most Important of the 
so-called "Tout-Paris." 
He was In-

lesser lights he lost none of his valu-

all his comrades. These comrades In- 
cluded every important person In the 
theatrical and literary arena.
